Approximately two weeks ago (í duly 67) Aleman was 
in Petrocelli's garage at 923 8, Aberdeen St. when DeVivo entered and 
approached them with the proposition that they "whack" (kill) a juice men 
when DeVivo learned his route, ¿hey would then take his money. Both Laughed 
at DeVivo since he was always talking of "wacking" someone DeVivo became 
infuriated and when both parties saw that he appeared serious inthis pursuit, 
they told him to leave and forget them in any kind of scheme. 
During the following days, they began to hear rumors 
throught the neighborhood that the "Hook" (DeVivo) was out to whack them, 
but no weight was put on this rumor for the above stated reasons, Apparently 
DeVivo became fearful that both of them would go to the "Syndicefg" and 
tell of his plans and there would be reprisals. On one occasion.DeVivo 
approached ‘each separately and conveyed the idea of whacking the=ether, de= 
cause he was no good, Again this was laughed at since they thought he was 
a little crazy and extremely moody, Time passed and ald was forgotten, 
On 10 July, Aleman was met by. LIEN AVO at approximately 
2100 hrs, and asked if he would like to go to the sout#éleand meet a girl, 
` E i À Cu te Å : ^ 
(prostitute). The fee was set at $5.00 and Aleman agreed, oth Aleman and 
DeVivo then drove to 72nd and Phillips in DeVivo's car. They eftered the 
same gangway as where the shooting took place two days latéf. > DeVivo looked 
up and pointed toward the building and said that her light ves out and that i^ 
was the signal that she was not taking care of her business that night, 
Both then returned to the area of Taylor and Aberdeen, On Wednesday night, 
12 July 67again at approximately 2100 hrs, DeVivo again met Aleman and 
forwarded the same propesition, but this time DeVivo stated that he would 
be unable to drive out there with him because he first had to meet somebady, 
but that he would meet him there about 2300 hrs. At this time, Aleman drove 
out to that location, arriving at approximately 2300 hrs, During this time 
DeVivo met Petrocelli at Taylor and Aberdeen a short time prior to 2300, He 
conveyed the same proposition as originally offered to Aleman. Petrocelli 
stated that he agreed to this as the Hook was always bragging of the good 
looking girls he was having relations with, Both then drove to the southside 
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in DeVivols care In the meantime, Aleman who had been stending on the 
sid ewa1yn front of 7200 Phillips, became self conscious in that he felt 
that every passerby knew that he was waiting for a prostitute and therefor 
he steppedbick into the gangway. š 

P When DeVivo and Petrocelli arrived, Aleman wa 
nowhere in si#ht. Petrocelli went on to state that DeVivo first walked 
south by the gangway entrance and Looked all around and then turned around 
and headed for the gangway entrance. As both parties entered the mouth of 
the gangway all parties came face to face, as Aleman was leaving the gang- 
way, At this time, Petrocelli observed DgVivo reach into his coat and puli 
a pearl handle revolver, He then ran for the street leaving Aleman to fend 
for himself. Aleman attempted to run but was trapped, A struggle ensue 
over the weapon and at the same time, it was discharging, Alemen stated 
that either DeVivo fell to the groung or he knocked him down and he was able 
to run, When Petrocelli ran, he tripped over a vertical 18 inch pipe in the 
ground which is used.as part of a fence (this is evidenced by an abrasion 
on his leg), As Aleman got to the sidewalk he observed Petrocelli a short 
distance away and yelled to him to come his way, Both then jumped into 
Alemans car, a Ford Falcon and as they were pullingaway from the curb, both 
heard shots, Both remarked at this interview that the shots heard second 
were of a much lower volume than the original ones in the gangway. They 
then observed DeVivo running out of the gangway firing at them. Both fled 
in Alemens car and returned to their respective homes, remaining inside. b6 
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On 13 July 67 T vas apprised of the b7c 
facts new in this matter and ol the interview with 


Aleman and Petrocelli, He stated that there was nov suffieient grounds før 

prosecution due to the fact that none of the parties came forward. voluntarily
